sets the time and place for the exam- 
ination. 


Further 
instructions provide that 


"Any claim for 
exemption or dis- 


charge must be made on forms which 


' may be procured at the office of the 
local-board, and must be filed at the 
office of this board on or before the 
seventh day after the date of mailing 
of this notice." 
The attention of the 


registrant is called to the penalties 
provided for violation of the act. That 
there might be no mistaking on this 
score, the .section of the act relating 
to penalties is printed on the reverse 
side of the form. 


The Exemption Blanks 


Two blanks are provided for appli- 


cation for exemption.

24— Representa- 


tives from all Russia late last night 
unanimously approved giving all au- 
thority to the Russian provincial gov- 
ernment. 


Russia will shoot down all traitors 


and mutineers at the front and Ger- 
man spies in her cities. 


"Unlimited power was given to the 


new people's cabinet," it was declared 
today. 


Kerensky arrived at the front to- 


day and is expected to order all loyal 
soldiers to shoot without mercy such 
of their fellow soldiers who yield to 
German propaganda and start mu- 
tiny. The rigid policy is the people's 
own plan. 


The Russian 
Workman's & Sol- 


dier's congress formally approved it. 
A proclamation was issued declaring 
'that it was traitorous to disregard 
the order. Petrograd is hoping that 
Kernesky will again make peace at 
the front..

board." Then follows the serial num- 
ber of the registrant and the order in 
which it was drawn. 
The notice also 


sets the time and place for the exam- 
ination. 


Further 
instructions provide that 


"Any claim for exemption or dis- 
charge must be made on forms which 


' may be procured at the office of the 
local-board, and must be filed at the 
office of this board on or before the 
seventh day after the date of mailing 
of this notice." 
The attention of the 


registrant is called to the penalties 
provided for violation of the act. That 
there might be no mistaking on this 
score, the .section of the act relating 
to penalties is printed on the reverse 
side of the form. 


The Exemption Blanks 


Two blanks are provided for appli- 


cation for exemption. 
One is to be 


used in personal application and the 
ether by some person dependent upon 
the registrant in question for support.

new people's cabinet," it was declared 
today. 


Kerensky arrived at the front to- 


day and is expected to order all loyal 
soldiers to shoot without mercy such 
of their fellow soldiers who yield to 
German propaganda and start mu- 
tiny. The rigid policy is the people's 
own plan. 


The Russian 
Workman's & Sol- 


dier's congress formally approved it. 
A proclamation was issued declaring 
'that it was traitorous to disregard 
the order. Petrograd is hoping that 
Kernesky will again make peace at 
the front..
